Although no special call for 
Army and Navy recruits has yet 
been issued, there was a rush of 
volunteers to the colors from coast 
to coast. In New York enlistments 
doubled the record of the first re- 
cruiting day in 1917.. In all branches 
of the service the enlistments ran 
from 10 to 100 times the daily to- 
tal of recent months. 

There was a corresponding rush 
of men and women to sign up for 
the various civilian defense serv- 
ices, and the Pacific Coast's expe- 
rience last night was expected to 
swell the tide.

AS DANGEROUS 
IN ROUNDUP niERE 


19 Germans and One Ital- 
ian So Classed by F.B.I 
Arrested on Orders From 
Justice Department. 


Nineteen German aliens and one 
Italian who have been classed by 
the Federal Bureau of ‘Investiga- 
tion as “dangerous” are in City 
Jail today, after their arrest yes- 
terday. and last night by F. B. L. 
agents and police. 

They were arrested on specific 
orders from the Department of 
Justice in Washington, For several 
years the F, B. I. bureau here has 
had the German alien population 
under surveillance and has kept a 
separate file on those it thought to 
be “dangerous” to the safety of the 
country. 

Gerald B. Norris, head of the F. 
B. I. bureau, declined to comment 
on the roundup or to reveal the 
names of any of those taken into 
custody. One of the Germans, it 
was learned, is a woman, 

The roundup was made shortly 
after 9 p. m. Police and FBI 
agents went simultaneously to the 
homes of those to be arrested. 
Some had to be routed out of bed. 

At the jail they were turned over 
to an inspector of the Immigration 
Service of the Department of La- 
bor. 

The F. B. I. has, in the past two 
years, compiled what it considers 
to be a fairly complete file of aliens 
who might be considered inimical 
to the United States. For several 
years F. B. I. agents have been 
attending meetings of German and 
Italian groups, including the old 
German-American Bund and new- 
er, though smaller, Nazi organiza- 
tions. 

Meanwhile, police visited the 
homes or business places of all 
Japanese in the city last night to 
compile a list of all those residing 
here. F. B. I. agents had inter- 
viewed yesterday the 46 Japanese 
known to live in the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Missouri. 

When agents of the F. B. I. and 
the Federal Alcohol Tax Unit went 
to the Kobe Restaurant, operated 
by Saku Inukai at 919 Market 
street, to determine whether the 
restaurant’s assets should _ be 
frozen, they learned that Inukai 
was a native American and not 
subject to the freezing restric- 
tions. But they discovered that 
Inukai’s son, Harry, was taking 
bets on horse races and football 


parlays. 

They notified police, who ar- 
rested Harry Inukai and booked 
him on a charge of setting up a 
common gaming house. Harry 
said he took bets from customers 
and telephoned them to other 
bookmakers. 

The F. B. I. took over the fi- 
nancial operation of the Oriental 
Kitchen, operated by Harry Lew 


Lew was left in charge of the 
kitchen, but the F. B. I. is keeping 
the books. Lew is an alien. 

Of the 33 Japanese interviewed 
by police, only three others were 
definitely reported to be aliens, al- 
though the police reports did not 
indicate the citizenship of all those 
interviewed. The other aliens are: 
Cho Chin Whan, owner of the Ori- 
ental Supply Co., 530 North Vande- 
yenter avenue; Yukinobo N. Yama- 
moto, 1133 Hereford street; who 
operates a concession at Forest 
Park Higslands, and Haru Tanaka, 
4984 Berthold avenue, owner of 
the Tokyo Restaurant, 2628 Market 
street.

STONES WINDOWS 
LIT IN BLACKOUT 


30 Smashed, Many Looted 


in 6-Block Business Area 
as Yelling Throng of 
1000 Defies Police. 


SEATTLE, Dec. 3 (AP).—Smash- 
ing show windows and looting dis- 
plays, a crowd of more than 1,000 
persons enforced Seattle’s first 
war-time blackout in defiance of 
police today. 

The crowd, completely out of 
control of city police, milled 
through the center of the city’s 
business district for an hour be- 
ginning at midnight. Approximate- 
ly 30 show windows, ranging from 
small shoe shop panes to huge 
glass plates, were smashed. 

Nearly all of the displays were 
looted, some of the merchandise 
being thrown in the streets and 
ether more valuable pieces dis- 
appearing. 7 

The demonstration began at the 
intersection of the city’s busiest 
corner, A big blue fieon sign above 
an upstairs clothing store shed a 
ghastly glow over the entire inter- 
section. Nearly all other lights in 
the area were turned off at 11 
P. m. 

Crowd Stones Sign. 

Yells and catcalls commenced 
almost immediately, and by mid- 
night bottles, rocks, tin cans and 
old shoes were being thrown de- 
spite the efforts of a squad of 
police. 

Eventually, an employe of a sign 
company emerged from a third 
floor window and inched along the 
top of the sign, amid a shower of 
missiles, to a connection to ex- 
tinguish the light. 

Police cars pushing their way 
along the curbs started the crowd 
moving while an officer with a 
loudspeaker urged all civilians to 
go home. 

The crowd, urged on by shouting 
women, gathered at a small jewelry 
store across the street, where a 
single light burned in an entry. A 
thrown rock smashed the plate- 
glass door and a triumphant 
youngster rushed inside to grab the 
offending bulb. 

Christmas Trees Left Lighted. 

A block away, missiles showered 
against windows of another jewelry 
store, where lighted Christmas 
trees had been left burning. One 
bottle cracked a door pane; a po- 
lice officer knocked out the re- 
mainder of the glass and crawled 
inside to the light switch. 

The next objective was two doors 
away, where two windows splin- 
tered under the impact of boots. 
The crowd waited only long enough 
to see lights inside blink out, then 
streamed across the street past a 
police cordon to smash the dis- 
plays of an exclusive store.

Secrecy Enforced at Source 
of Military Data—Volun- 
tary Censorship Urged 
on Press. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP). 
Government agencies moved in uni- 
son today to prevent the publica- 
tion of information which — 
help Japan. 

The press was advised that news 
coverage would go ahead under the 
voluntary censorship system in- 
voked in connection with the war 
in Europe, but the Navy warned 
that if necessary it would enforce 
the World War Espionage Act. 
This fixes severe penalties for wil- 
ful disclosure of  infdrmation 
which may aid the enemy. 

Even the Federal Loan Agency 
has decided, Administrator Jesse 
Jones said yesterday, to keep se- 
cret its data on.defense subjects, 
such as contracts for new plants. 

The Army extended its bar on 
military.information to include in- 
formation relating to routes, sched- 
ules and destinations of troop 
movements within or without the 
continental United States. 

Army Gives Rules. 

The War Department issued this 
memorandum: 

“Information tending to disclose 


ithe number of troops, designation 


of units and disposition of forces 
overseas is restricted. Informa- 
tion as to the movements of trans- 
ports within or without territorial 
waters is restricted. Casualty lists 
will, if possible, include home ad- 
dresses, but will not include des- 
ignation of units.” 

The Navy began censoring all 
outgoing cables and those from 
Hawaii and the Philippines were 
censored at the source. The send- 
ing ofenews to Germany, Italy, 
Finland and Japan was formally 
prohibited. Dispatches continued 
to come in from Berlin, Rome and 
Helsinki, but not from Tokyo, al- 
though radio broadcasts from Jap- 
an were heard. 

Rear Admiral Arthur J. Hep- 
burn, chief of the Navy’s Bureau 
of Public Relations, said cable 
news from Honolulu and Manila 
had been delayed, but attributed 
this to a heavy file of official and 
other messages and the inexperi- 
ence of a vastly expanded person- 
nel, He said the situation would 
improve with expansion of per- 
fsonnel in the Navy Intelligence 
Office. 

Navy Checking Casualties. 

He said it probably would take 
several days for the Navy to check 
carefully, notify relatives and make 
public the names of casualties in 
Hawaii, estimated by President 
Roosevelt at 3000. 

He asked newspapers to with- 
hold from publication, until cleared 
by the Navy, any stories which 
may be obtained from crew mem- 
bers or their families and re. 
marked that in all cases the names 
of ships or naval units should be 
deleted. 

The Maritime Commission re- 
quested that all cease publication 
of photographs or printed mat- 
ter “concerning the movement, po- 
sition, cargo or destination of any 
merchant vessel in any waters.” 
This did not immediately apply 
to Great Lakes waters, its mem- 
orandum explained. But if there 
should be extraordinary develop- 
ments in that area, the commission 
suggested, newspapers would read- 
ily recognize this and put the re- 
quest into effect. 


MAYOR WANTS LABOR’S PLAN 
BEFORE CALLING JOINT MEETING 


Mayor William Dee Becker, who 
was asked yesterday by officers of 
the Central Trades and Labor 
Union to call a conference of em- 
ployers and labor to work out a 
plan to prevent defense strikes, 
said today he would first ask the 
labor leaders for further informa- 
tion on what kind of plan they 
proposed. 

The request to call the confer- 
ence came from Joseph. Clark, 
president, and William Brandt, 
secretary, of the Central Trades. 
They issued a statement in which 
they promised that “organized 
labor will refrain from any work 
stoppages.” All disputes, they 
said, should be submitted to ar- 
bitration. 

Officers of the CIO Industrial 
Union Council and the AFL Build- 
ing Trades Council told reporters 
yesterday they would place no ob- 
stacles in the way of defense pro- 
duction.

ROOSEVELT LISTS 
AS ENEMY ALIENS 


Proclamation Gives Rules 
of Conduct Germans, 
Italians and Japanese in 
U. S. Must Follow. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
President Roosevejt placed Jap- 
anese, Italians and Germans in 
this country im the category - of 
“enemy aliens” today and pre- 
scribed by proclamations the con- 
duct they must follow. 
In the case of the Japanese, the 
White House said an invasion had 
been perpetrated on United States 
territory by their empire,. and in 
the cases of Germans and Italians 
it said “an invasion or predatory 
incursion is threatened.” 
The proclamations applying to 
Germans and Italians said that 
enemy aliens wer e“enjoined to 
preserve the peace” toward this 
country, refrain from _ crimes 
against public safety, violations of 
law, and-from actual hostility or 
giving information, aid or comfort 
to enemies of the United States. 
All enemy aliens are liable to re- 
straint, or to the giving of secur- 
ity, or to removal and departure 
from this country. 

Detailed Rules Given. 
The same restrictions apply to 
the Japanese. The proclamation 
applying to them had attached to 
it detailed regulations for con- 
trolling conduct and activities of 
enemy aliens, and these regula- 
tions are to apply to Germans, 
Italians and Japanese alike. | 
They provide, for instance, that 
no enemy alien shall enter or be 
found within the Canal Zone or 
shall enter or leave the Hawaiian 
£r Philippine islands except under 
regulations issued by the Secretary 
of War. 

The proclamations were issued 
fellowing a roundup by F. B. I. 
agents of about 400 German and 
Italian nationals designated as 
“dangerous aliens” and an appeal 
by Attorney General Biddle to all 
governors that direct action 
against aliens by State and local 
officials be avoided. 

No enemy alien will be permitted 
to have at any time firearms, 
weapons or their parts, ammuni- 
tion, bombs, explosives or their in- 
gredients, short wave radio re- 
ceivers, transmittin gsets, signal 
devices, codes or ciphers, cameras, 
or documents in which there may 
be invisible writing. Nor may they 
have any photgoraph or other de- 
piction of military or naval in- 


vices. 
Barred From Airplanes, 

Enemy aliens are forbidden to 
travel by air unless specifically au- 
thorized to do so by the Attorney 
General or Secretary of War, or 
their representatives. 

Any aliens considered dangerous 
to the peace or safety of the coun- 
try are “subject to summary ap- 
prehension.” The Attorney gen- 
eral, with respect to the continen- 
tal United States, Alaska, Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands, and 


f| the Secretary of War, with respect 


to the Canal Zone, Hawaii and the 
Philippines, are authorized to pre- 
scribe strategic areas from which 
enemy aliens are barred. 

Aliens must not change places of 
residence or occupation or” “move 
from place to place” without full 
compliance with any regulations 
issued by the Attorney General or 
the Secretary of War. Any road, 
building, subway, waterway, rail- 
road, public utility or other place 
not accessible to the general pub- 
lic is forbidden for entry or use 
by aliens. 

Prohibitions also are set up 
against membership in organiza- 
tions to be designated hereafter by 
the Attorney General and against 
distributing literature or propa- 
ganda. 

Former German Aid Held. 

Among those arrested was Hans 
von Bernhard, former commercial 
attache at San Francisco under 
German Consul General Capt. 
Fritz Wiedemann. 

Von Bernhard was taken to the 
U. 8. Immigration station. from 
his home, where he was living 
with his American wife and two 
children, both born in the United 
States. Last May von Bernhard 
resigned his post at the Nazi Con- 
sulate after he refused to accept 
a German foreign office assign- 
ment ordering him to Japan. At 
that time he said he had severed 
all his connections with Nazi offi- 
cials and Germany and was think- 
ing of becoming a citizen of the 
United States.

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CONGRESS TWICE. REFUSED 
FUNDS TO DEVELOP GUAM 


WASHINGTON, Bec. 9. 
Te United States Navy Jong tried to get funnds from Congress 


for the mid-Pacific island of Guam, which, with Wake Island, 

is reported to have been among the first to fall to surprise 
attack by Japan. Twice, in 1939 and 1940, the House of Represent- 
atives, dividing on the foreign policy issue, refused to vote funds 
to improve the harbor and make a naval air base there. Op- 
ponents of the Navy request said the improvements would be “a 
dagger at the throat of Japan.” 

The 1939 item was for $5,000,000. The House struck this item 
from a much larger appropriation bill by a vote of 205 to 168, those 
voting against the Guam improvements including 138 Republicans, 
64 Democrats, two Progressives and one Farmer-Laborite, while 
the vote for the improvement included 152 Democrats, 15 Repub- 
licans and one American Laborite. Missouri Congressmen voting 
against the Guam project were Short (Rep.), and Anderson, Can- 
non, Shannon and Wood, all Democrats; those voting for it were 
Bell, Cochran, Duncan, Romjue, Williams and Zimmerman, all 
Democrats. 

When the House bill without the Guam item arrived in the 
Senate an attempt was made to reinsert it, but this move failed. 
Among those helping defeat it were Senator Bennett Champ 
Clark (Dem.), Missouri, who said, “Any move to fortify Guam is

Libya, Dec. 9.—The British Eighth 
Army on Saturday afternoon joined 
hands with Tobruk and found 18 
German tanks left behind perhaps 
because of lack of fuel. A big 
tank battle had been going on all 
morning in the El Gobi area, 
where the Germans were reported 
to be fighting a desperate rear- 
guard action along the line from 
Tobruk’s southernmost salient to 
a point six miles northwest of Bir 
El Gobi. 

The first serious crack in the 
enemy’s armor, following days of 
persistent battering and ramming 
attacks by British armored forma- 
tions caused the Germans and Ital- 
ians to give ground Saturday after- 
noon and pull out from positions 
which up to that time had made 
contact between the British in 
Tobruk and the British in Libya 
hazardous, 

Trend of the Battle. 

On Saturday night three things 
occurred which, taken. together, 
indicated the more favorable trend 
of the battle: 

1. The British column moving 
swiftly westward along the Ca- 
puzzo track, 30 miles east of 
Rezegh, found 18 serviceable Ger- 
man tanks which had been aban- 
doned. 

2. Another British column oper- 
ating by light of the moon retook 
the New Zealand casualty clearing 
station,, east of Rezegh, and 
rescued 300 New Zealander stretch- 
er cases and 500 walking cases.

3. The enemy on Saturday after- 
noon was observed withdrawing 
from the area between Bardia, 
which continues isolated, and To- 
bruk, which immediately sent out 
patrols from the eastern- section 
of its salient to check up. 

Fighting Rear Guard Action. 

Italian-German pockets of resist- 
ance were still holding out at Hell- 
fire, Sollum Beach, Bardia and a 
few places northeast of Sidi Omar. 
Meanwhile, German remnants of 
the Fifteenth and Twenty-first 
Panzer Divisions, plus remnants of 
the Italian Ariete armored divi- 
sion, were fighting a rear-guard 
action on a general north-south 
line from the southernmost tip of 
the Tobruk salient to the Bir El 
Gubi area, about 23 miles south. 

Enemy trucks were observed by 
Royal Air Force reconnaissance 
machines to. be moving in a gen- 
eral northwest and westerly direc- 
tion, while enemy tanks were split- 
ting up to reinforce the northern 
and southern tips of the«enemy’s 
new defense line.

Strong Axis Positions. 


On Sunday morning a ferocious 
tank battle was raging near £1 
Gobi the Axis had _ established 
strong anti-tank positions from 
south’ to north and enemy tanks 
were known to be covering a like 
tank force at El] Gobi, the north- 
ern tip of the Axis’ defense line.

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TO THE LADIES: If you want 
exercise; if you want to feel. bet- 
ter and—yes—look better; if- you 
want to have fun and acquire a 
hobby that will interest you, take 
up bowling. 7 

You will enjoy the game whether 
you are a beginner, a fair bowler 
or a star. It isn’t a cure-all and 
don’t think it will streamline your 
figure overnight. But it’s good ex- 
ercise and it will help you. You'll 
enjoy bowling to the utmost if you 
know what you're doing and that’s 
the purpose of these lessons—to 
outline fundamentals which will 
help you to greater bowling 
achievement. 

First, there’s the selection of the 
ball: When a man selects a bowl- 
ing ball he picks one which weighs 
16 pounds, the maximum, because 
he knows that he can contro] it 
and that the maximum weight will 
get more pins in the long run. 

Many women use a 16-pounder, 
but for beginners, my suggestion 
is a 13 or 14 pound ball, one that 
they can control while perfect- 
ing footwork and delivery. 

After you have acquired sound 
timing in your approach and de- 
livery, experiment with the heavier 
ball. If you feel you can control 
it, use it. 

After you’ve decided the weight, 
have a ball bored to fit your hand. 


Women, in my opinion, should use|. 


a three-fingered grip. The thumb- 
to-finger span should be exact. A 
span that’s too narrow will cramp 
your hand; if it’s too wide it will 
cause unnecessary wear and tear 
on your fingers. 

To determine the correct span, 
fit the thumb comfortably into 
the thumb hole and extend the 
fingers on the ball until the middle 
joints of the working fingers (mid- 
dle and third digits) are centered 
above the finger holes. This 
measurement allows enough play 
between the ball and the palm of 
your hand (just enough space to 
slip a pencil into) to allow for 
manipulation when delivering the 
ball. 

A pair of bowling shoes and a 
bag in which to carry the ball and 
shoes complete your bowling equip- 
ment,

discredited. In 1868 he formally 
assumed control of the nation, and 
a new empire was born. It launched 
‘boldly on a policy of modern re- 
armament, with the conviction that 
Japan could not keep her door shut 
forever and that her only salvation 
lay in mastering western technique. 
From this time until the inva- 
sion of Manchuria in 1931, Japan 
was under the particular tutelage 
of the United States. Her students 
flocked to American colleges, fac- 
tories and laboratories. A huge 
trade sprang up between the two 
countries, with the United States 
supplying industrial products and 
Japan mostly silk exports. A new 
constitution and electoral diet 
were set up under American influ- 
ence, and a system of universal 
education was instituted. 


American public sentiment was 
on Japan's side in its war with 
China in 1894-95, and particularly 
ir. its conflict with Russia in 1905. 
President Theodore Roosevelt as- 
sured victory to Japan by interven- 
ing at the moment when it was 
growing exhausted and Russia was 
about to bring full strength to 
bear. Japan not only joined the 
Western nations in putting down 
China’s Boxer rebellion, but be- 
came an ally of the United States 
and its associated powers in the 
World War. Under the Nine-Power 
Treaty of 1922, Japan as one of 
nine signatories agreed to the 
American open-door policy in Chi- 
na, to respect China’s integrity and 
also to an inferior Japanese naval 
status of 5-5-3 with the British and 
United States fleets. 

During all this period, there was 
bitter internal strife within Japan 
between the military, with its am- 
bitious schemes of expansion by 
force, and a powerful liberal ele- 
ment which took the United States 
as a model and was led by the 
great industrial families thriving 
on international trade. The army 
had three weapons which in the 
end proved decisive. It appointed 
the Minister of War, who had ac- 
cess to the Emperor over thé head 
of the Cabinet Premier. It devel- 
oped a technique of provoking “in- 
cidents” in such a way as to.bind 
the civilian government to the con- 
sequences. Finally, in the case of 
recalcitrant Ministers, it invoked a 
system of “patriotic assassina- 
tions.” 


Invasion of Manchuria. 


Japan’s invasion of Manchuria in 
1931 proved to have world-shaking 
consequences. It established that 
the League of Nations could be de- 
fied with impunity, that treaties 
could be broken without penalty, 
and that the democracies were un- 
willing to unite for action against 
aggression. Secretary of State 
Stimson proposed such action to 
Britain, but was repulsed and com- 
pelled to fall back on a doctrine 
of “non-recognition” of conquests by 
force. These were lessons to which 
Mussolini and later Hitler gave at- 
tentive study. The attack on Man- 
churia is regarded as having 
opened the current war. 

It was followed by a full-scale 
attack on China in. July, 1937. 
Vainly the United States reaf- 
firmed its sympathy with China, 
while the League of Nations brand- 
ed Japan as an aggressor. In De- 
cember, the U. 8S. 8S. Panay was 
sunk by Japanese aircraft. The 
Mikado’s Government considered it 
prudent at the moment to apolo- 
gize and pay indemnities. For 
three years, while repeatedly sub- 
jecting Japan to public rebukes 
and aiding China with loans, the 
United States supplied the Japa- 
nese war machine with 95 per cent 
of its copper, a large proportion 
of its gasoline and oil, and more 
than $100,000,000 worth of pig iron, 
stee] and iron scrap, steel ingots 
and iron and steel plates. 

Despite the failure of Japan's 
expectation of rapid military vic- 
tory in China, the outbreak of the 
present European war in the fall 
of 1989, and Germany’s sensational 
conquest of a large part of con- 
tinental Europe in 1940, caused Ja- 
pan’s -military. regime to expand 
its dream until it included not only 
China but “the grearer east’-—the 
Dutch and British East Indies, 
Indo-China, Thailand, Burma, and 
perhaps India, the Philippines and 

ustralia.

Retreat of Nazis in South Bolsters 
Spirit of Reds Defending Moscow 


Central Front Armies Being Told That Suc- 
cessful Stand Before Capital May Prove to 
Be Turning Point of War.

HE battle for Moscow assumes 
T new significance through the

along the Azov seaboard. 


By blocking for the time being 
one of Hitler’s two major efforts, 
Marshal Semyon  Timoshenko’s 
brilliant victory has given the Rus- 
sian stand at Moscow ae vastly 
greater importance than it would 
havé had if’ Rostov fad re 
in German hands. For all prac- 


that the Germans had been fight- 
ing the war on two fronts—the 
struggle for Moscow and Lenin- 
grad in the north and the fight 
for the Caucasus in the south. 


While the Moscow and Lenin- 
grad battles to some extent are 
interdependent, the southern front 
is so far away that it has little 
relation to the others. Each has 
its independent supply system from 
the German: rear and it is most 
unlikely that Hitler could transfer 
any large number of troops or 
much equipment from one front to 
the other in time to have any ef- 
fect on battles now in progress. 


Possible Turning Point. 

The result of the Moscow battle 
may not decide the outcome of the 
war but it certainly will have most 
important bearing on the. length 
of the war. If, in face of the pres- 
ent herculean German effort the 
Russians can hold their capital it 
would perhaps even be the war's 
turning point, especially in view of 
what has happened at Rostov. This 
the Russians well realize. It is a 
conviction which is being im- 
pressed on the divisions defending 
Moscow. They are being told that 
if they can win this. battle it will 
be the beginning of Hitlerism’s de- 
cline. 

This is an unpleasant possibility 
of which Hitler, too, must be fully 
aware or he 
thrown more than 40 divisions into 
the Moscow drive. To fail to take 
Moscow after losing Rostov would 
be a setback of almost disastrous 
proportions. (A German spokes- 
man announced yesterday that the 
Nazis did not expect to capture 
Moscow this year and said future 
operations would “depend on the 
weather.) 

The Russians continue to give 
way little by little at points where 
Nazi pressure is most intense but 
their counterattacks instead of be- 
coming fewer become more numer- 
ous and fiercer.

Distances Shortened.

' governmental agency such as OPM, 
SPAB, OCD or any other agency, had 
the foresight to anticipate and prepare 
to cushion the shock of such a situation 
by arranging some sort of clearing house 
to handle the employment in other fields 
of those persons who are eliminated from 
the ranks of the gainfully employed? 
And is the situation created by such lack 
of foresight and its consequent effect 
upon a normally self-sustaining and in- 
dependent segment of our citizenry, com- 
patible with a true interpretation of the 
American way of life? 

I have tried all possible means to solve 
my dilemma. I have attempted to obtain 
another job by enlisting the aid of the 
State Employment Agency with such dis- 
couraging lack of results that I person- 
ally doubt the justification for its exist- 
ence when its personnel dolefully admits 
its inability to be of assistance to the 
priorities unemployed.

been at peace. Our men were killed. Our ships were 
sunk and damaged. The rattlesnake gives a kind 
of crude warning. There was none here. 
Therefore, we must fight. We must “win through 
to absolute victory.” We must “make very certain 
that this form of treachery shall never endanger us

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A PRACTICAL VIEW OF FREEDOM. 


The United States Supreme Court, in.a 5-to-4 de- 
cision, yesterday reversed the contempt of court con- 
victions of the Los Angeles Times and Harry Bridges, 
West Coast labor leader. Both Bridges and the news- 
paper were cited when they commented on lower 
court decisions while motions for new trials or proba- 
tion were still pending. | 

In rebuffing the argument that cdimment on a 
judicial decision is not to be tolerated until the 
very last legal technicality has been met, Justice 
Black, who wrote the majority opinion, took a prac- 
tical, working view of the constitutional guarantee 
against infringement on free speech. 

He declared that this “must be taken as a com- 
mand of the broadest scope that explicit language, 
read in the context'of a liberty-loving society, will 
allow.” 

In other words, he held it to be the duty of the 
courts not to see how, by lawyers’ logic, they may 
narrow a ‘provision of the Bill of Rights, not to see 
how little freedom we must be allowed under the 
Constitution, but, on the contrary, to see how far the 
horizons of our liberty can be pushed. 

This is an old-fashioned American doctrine well 
worth repeating in these days of totalitarianism, in 
these days when we hear so often that the state is 
everything and that the individual man is nothing. 
The United States was not founded on such a 
doctrine; it did not grow by it, and it will not sur- 
vive by it. 

A German must speak, only well of the institutions 
of the Nazi Reich. A responsible American may 
speak his mind about the instittitions of our de- 
mocracy. That the Supreme Court has guaranteed 
this right not only to a potent newspaper, but also to 
an alien marked for deportation is a real indication 
of the vigorous health of the American ideal of 
liberty for all.

‘A formidable Russian soldier—Gen. Winter, the 
same who defeated Napoleon—has compelled the 
Nazis to take the almost unprecedented step of ac- 
knowledging a definite setback in their military op- 
erations. This confession comes in the bigh com- 
mand’s communique admitting that Moscow will not 
be captured this year because the cold is so severe 
that it dictates the course of all actions on that front. 

One’ must say, however, that this step is “almost 
unprecedented,” for the Nazis two weeks ago 
acknowledged a setback at Rostov, a city they lost 
after joyously acclaiming its capture as meaning 
control of “the spigot to Russia’s oil.” They have 
not recaptured it; instead, they have been pushed 
steadily backward to distances ranging up to 100 
miles west of Rostov. The weather provides no alibi 
here; it is sheer Russian striking power that has 
administered the defeat, and this, too, is at least 
partly responsible for the failure on the Moscow 
front. 

But Hitler is not a man to stand still, whether 
because of weather or superior power. The Nazis 
may be counted upon to strike soon in another di- 
rection; perhaps in the warmer climate of North 
Africa, perhaps in the Near East, perhaps at sea. 
Indeed, there may prove to be a definite connection 
between the Hitler reverses in Russia and the mo- 
ment chosen by his Axis accomplice, Japan, for 
plunging into war against the United States. 

Just the same, the bitter Russian winter is a val- 
uable ally to all the anti-Axis nations. It promises 
a breathing spell for further earnest preparations and 
for more blows.on their part while Hitler is kept 
from attaining the objective that he boasted more 
than two nionths ago was within his grasp, Ra

Even before President Roosevelt asked a joint 
session of the Congress to recognize a state of war 
between the United States and Japan, Prime Min- 
ister Winston Churchill informed the British Par- 
Hament that his Cabinet, too, had declared war. 
Aside from its promise to join us in case of a Jap- 
anese attack, England had its own reasons to de- 
clare war. 

Japanese attacks on British territory were just as 
wanton, just as unprovoked and just as flagrantly 
in violation of international law as the blitz on Pearl 
Harbor, as Mr. Churchill pointed out. Well did he 
wonder: “When we think of the insane ambition and 
insatiable appetite which have caused this vast and 
melancholy extension of the war, we can only feel 
that Hitler’s madness has infected Japanese minds, 
and that the root of the evil and the branch must 
be extirpated together.” " 

Today nobody in the United States will long de- 
bate whether the Japanese outrage in the Pacific 
was motivated by the desperation of the Axis—by™ 
the desperation of a Hitler who may be losing men 
and materials more rapidly than he can replace 
them—or only by the desperation of Japan’s mili- 
tary junta. | 

It is sufficient to know that the blow has been 
struck and that Britain stands at’ our side. Ameri-

War in the Pacific 


United States is “extremely well placed” for both defense and 
offense in conflict with Japanese, observer says; element of dis- 
tance favors latter in Western part of ocean, however; American 
use of British, Australian and Dutch bases is viewed as essential.

HERE are two controlling factors in 
1* strategy of any Pacific war: dis- 

tance and bases. It is more than 6000 
miles from the United States to the Philip- 
Pine Islands, and over 4000 miles from 
Alaska to Samoa. 

A sharp distinction should be drawn be- 
tween operations in different parts of so 
Vast an ocean. In the Eastern Pacific, the 
United States occupies an excellent defen- 
sive position, since it would be virtually 
impossible for. an Asiatic enemy, with no 
bases near America, to maintain supply 
lines and conduct a major campaign at a 
distance of over 4000 miles. American de- 
fense in the Pacific, therefore, is chiefly a 
problem of preventing Japan—the only 


,other gréat naval power in that area— 


from acquiring bases on the eastern side 
of the ocean. 

The United States dominates or controls 
all the islands suitable for military bases 
in this half of the North Pacific, and from 
these ‘positions American naval forces could 
set out to engage any attacking foe at the 
time and place most favorable for an 
American counterattack. With no bases on 
this side of the Pacific, enemy ships would 
have to conserve their fuel and ammuni- 
tion; they could, at most, bombard the 
west coast only briefly, and probably under 
constant attack from shore-based bombers 
and fire from coastal batteries. 


Despite the strategic advantages of the 
United States in the Eastern Pacific, this 
country, before it could win a war with 
Japan, would have to take the offensive in 
Asiatic waters, where the element of dis- 


tance would favor the Japanese. In the. 


Western Pacific, American naval communi- 
cations would be vulnerable to disruption 
by the Japanese fleet. : 

Japan’s. defensive position against the 
United States, moreover, would be strength- 
ened by any submarine and air bases that 
may exist in the Japanese-mandated Caro- 
line, all and Marianas Islands. Since 
Tokyo has barred visitors from those islands 


.and preserved .complete secrecy about ac- 
tivities there in recent years, American 
naval opinion tends to accept reports of 


Japanese bases in ‘the mandates. 

. The comparative lack of United States 
bases in the Western Pacific would place 
further limitations orf the offensiye strategy 
employed by American forces. Except for 
an i te*naval station in the Philip- 
pines and a very minor establishment at 
Guam, the United States fleet has no bases

Alaska, on the northern border of this 
zone, is being opened for development by 
rapid improvements in aviation; and, dur- 
ing the last two years, the erection of five 
major military establishments there has 
transformed that Territory into a lading 
outpost of United States defense. 

The Philippine Islands are potentially the 
strongest American for operations in 
the Western Pacific. Manila Bay is heavily 
guarded, Mobile defenses have been con- 
siderably strengthened since the outbreak 
of war in Europe; and, as in the case of 
other Pacific outposts, the most notable ad- 
vance has been in the field of air defense. 

In view of their extreme distance from 
the United. States (Manila-San Francisco, 
6221 miles), the Philippines could be de- 
fended against a determined Japanese at- 
tack only at great cost. It is also true, how- 
ever, that conquest of the Philippines would 
require so great an expenditure of money 
and men as to make any power hesitate 
long before undertaking such an expedition. 
The constant reinforcement of United 
States troops in the archipelago indicates 
that Washington does not intend to be 
ousted from the Far East without a 
struggle.

An appraisal of the United States’ West- 
ern defense position leads to the conclu- 
sion that this country is extremely well 
placed both for home defense and for the 
offensive operations which would be neces- 
sary to win a war against Japan. Current 
army and navy building projects are fully 
utilizing the natural strategic advantages of 
outlying American bases in the Pacific. 

For the first time, the United States is 
erecting strong military establishments in 
Alaska, and constructing air and naval sta- 
tions on the small islands to the ‘west and 
south of Hawaii. Hawali itself, as the 
country’s foremost outlying base, is rapidly 
becoming even more formidable, and patrols 
stationed at the new islet outposts will 
increase Pear] Harbor’s usefulness as a 
base of operations for the fleet.

Edwin Blythe Stason, dean of the

In Ju- 
neau if you call a man’s office and 
his secretary tells you he is “down- 
town” you quit looking for him.

Pan American, which has been

that come up the interior skyway 
from Vancouver via Prince 
George and Fort St. John. This 
route, until the completion of

Lease-Lend Route. 


It has been said that Pan Amer- 
ican will presently undertake the 
delivery of lease-lend bombers to 
Russia, There have been reports 
that a similar service might be 
inaugurated for the benefit of Brit- 
ish lease-lend customers in Hong- 
kong over the shortened route 
through the Arctic. At any rate, 
Pan American’s Fairbanks route, 
which picks up where the Can- 
adian wilderness skyway leaves 
off, doesn’t lack anything that a 
modern pilot might think it ought 
to have. It is less spectacular 
than the Edmonton-Whitehorse 
end of the route merely because 
it did not have to install landing 
spots and rangjng stations in spots 
so forlorn and inaccessible as Fort 
Nelson and Watson Lake. 

But it is like Pan American's in- 
stallations everywhere; well 
equipped and well staffed, and it 
works. It completes the last stage 
of the long-projected great circle 
air route to the Far East. 

How much of all these things— 
how much of details not mentioned 
here—is known to pcoiential ene- 
mies of the United States, nobody 
can say.

HE first thing to find out when 
T: patient complains of dizzi- 
ness, according to Dr. K. M. 
Simonton of the Mayo Clinic, is 
exactly what he means. A person 
may say he is dizzy when he 
means he has a sense of confusion, 
lightheadedness, staggering or 
faintness. Some people use the 
term to describe the sensation of 
awakening from sound sleep, a 
feeling of dull fatigue brought 
about by overwork or the faintness 
felt on a sudden change from a 
stooping position to an erect one. 
True vertigo is a sensation of 
rotation. The sensation maybe 
that external objects or the walls 
of the room are rotating or that 
your own body is spinning in space 
in the midst of them.

SPELLS OF CONFUSION, light- 
headedness or staggering usually 
indicae a disturbance in the circu- 
lation of the brain. This may come 
from emotion or fear—we have all 
had patients faint during a life in- 
surance examination or the ex- 
amination of a draftee for the 
Army—or from a sudden pain or 
blow, etc. Of course car sickness, 
sea sickness, over-use of tobacco, 
and, as shown in the so-called 
comic aspect of the drunkard’s 
gait, alcoho] causes some form of 
dizziness.

THE SEVERE form of vertigo 
which is due to actual disease of 
the semicircular canals which con- 
stitute the organ of equilibrium, is 
known as Meniere’s disease.

It comes on with attacks of ring- 
ing in the ears and perhaps spells 
of deafness. Sometimes it is so

RED RONER is a suave gent 
from Vienna who make his 
living picking people’s pockets. 
Right now Fred is operating at 
the Park Plaza Hotel here in St. 
Louis. He ,has the okay of the 
city’s police force and the co- 
operation of the hotel’s house de- 


tective. Fred, you see, is part of 
the floor show in the Crystal 
Terrace, 

Nightly, under the guise of dis- 
playing his card-sharp antics, the 
Viennese “cleans” the customers 
of the West End night spot and 
makes them like it. He has a 
patter routine that. goes with his 
act that’s good for plenty of 
laughs. Of course, he always re- 
turns all lifted valuables and the 
only thing a victim is liable to 
lose is his reason—wondering how 
in the world Roner does his 
pocket-picking. 

Yesterday, this versatile Vien- 

nese did a little explaining to 
this reporter and while he was at 
it, relieved the accompanying 
photographer of a wristwatch and 
a wallet. 
“TIT am a pickpocket, but not a 
‘for-keeps’ one,” Roner laughed. 
“You see, once I was a shirt manu- 
facturer back in Vienna and my 
hobby was magic. I was a better 
amateur magician than I was a 
shirt maker and pretty soon I had 
to do other things to make a liv- 
ing. I worked in a bank. I was 
a croupier at Monte Carlo. But 
always I got better as a ma- 
gician.” 

How Roner added card-sharp 
tricks and pocket-picking to his 
repertoire and still retained his 
amateur standing as a magician, 
he tells in the form of a very 
interesting story. While still in the 
shirt business, he was visited by 
an old school friend he hadn't 
seen for years. The friend needed 
a passport and couldn't get one. 
Roner arranged to leave his own 
passport in an unguarded desk 
drawer and the friend availed 
himself of it..Several years passed. 
The friend returned and Roner 
discovered that his school chum 
was in slight trouble with the 
Viennese police over a somewhat 
unusual ability to manipulate the 
pasteboards. The friend insisted 
that he repay Roner for the favor 
of the purloined passport and 
Rohner, being an enthusiastic ama- 
teur magician, offered to settle for 


a knowledge of the friend’s ecard 
tricks. 

“Always there was one trick that 
I wanted to do,” Roner éxplains. 
“T thought it would be a wonder- 
ful trick to have someone pick out 
a card. ~ This card I would put 
someplace where the person could 
see me place it. But at the end of 
the trick I would have him open 
his wallet and there would be the 
card. The trouble was I didn’t 
know how to get the card in the 
wallet.” 

Roner explained his troubles 
over the trick to his card-sharp 
friend.- The friend, still anxious 
to repay the old debt, said there 
was only one way to do it and 
that was to procure the services 
of a pickpocket. And being a 
gentleman of some extensive ac- 
quaintance, he promptly brought 
around an accomplished pocket- 
picker and thus Roner learned the 
art of pocket-picking. 

Soon Roner was in demand at 
private parties in Vienna and then 
came professional engagements 
over Europe. The novelty of his 
act attracted an American booking 
agent and a little over three years 
ago Roner was invited to display 
his skill before American audi- 
ences. - 

“For more than a year I carried 
that American contract around in 
my pocket,” he says. “I was 
putting off coming to this country 


until I could learn English. But. 


then one night I was coming out 
of a movie in Vienna and I saw 
a policeman exchanging his Aus- 
trian arm bandage and putting on 
a swastika. I didn’t wait. I left 
that same night.” 

Roner and his wife left Vienna 
on the last “free” train out of the 
capital. The Roners went to 
Yugoslavia, where Roner obtained 
an engagement in a Zagreb night 
club where he had played before. 
Then there were wanderings 
around Italy, Switzerland, France 
and Belgium, where passports for 
the United States were finally ob- 
tained. The Roners came in as 
visitors, but not so long ago went 
to Havane, Cuba, and re-entered 
this country on application for 
permanent residence. Roner and 
his wife will soon receive their 
first papers and in five years will 
receive their citizenship. 

“We are here for good,” the 
honest pickpocket: says happily. 

Since he has been in this coun- 
try, the light-fingered Roner has

not lacked for engagements. And 
he has picked the pockets of some 
of our most substantial citizens. 
At one New York party, Roner 
relieved Wendell Willkie of a 
bulging billfold, In the same party 
was Bruce Barton, New York ad- 
vertising expert. Barton chided 
Willkie, saying that Wendell 
would have made a swell Presi- 


dent, letting money get away from 


him that easily. 

“I turned to Barton and said 
‘you've no room to crow’ and 
handed him back his watch,” Ron- 


er laughs,

fuse manner. “I am,” he says, 
“the guy who cleaned Herbert

Next to “cleaning” Herbert Hoo- 
ver, Roner lists as his most out- 
standing accomplishment the “lift- 
ing” of six police whistles off of 
six policemen one night at a 
Brooklyn police benefit, Not even 
the police, he says, are proof 
against an expert pickpocket.

For the ordinary mortal — and 
even for policemen—he says there 
is no surefire method of protecting 
oneself against pickpockets who do 
their tricks for keeps instead of 
for show. 

“The only way I know of being 
proof against pickpockets is not 
to any money or wear any 
valuables.” At this point he hand- 
ed the startled photographer back 
the wristwatch. “But let me tell 
you something about pickpockets, 
They usually run in pairs or packs. 
In a crowd they will frequently 
send out a rumor that pickpockets 
are operating so that those who 
have money or valuables on them 
will reach to see if they are still 
thére—and thus tip off the thief 
to their location.” 

As a card manipulator, Roner 
would be a tough guy to tackle in 
a poker game. 

“My card tricks,” he explains, 


“have amazed many magicians. 
That is because I combine magic 
and the finesse of the card-sharp 
who taught me.” 


Polished Pickpocket Roner 
speaks nine languages. He de 
scribes his act as pocketlifting in 
view of the audience. There’s 
nothing startling new about it, he 
admits. The whole thing started 
as a stage fad some 20 years ago 
at the Winter Garden in Berlin. 
But some of the card tricks, ma- 
nipulations which Roner learned 
from his Vienna school chum, are 
really extraordinary. It he weren’t 
an honest man, he could have 
made hig living for several years 
now dealing himself all the aces 
in. tHe deck. 

Card-shark, Roner says is an 
American expression. In England 
he would be called a ° 
In France, a Tricheur de Crtes, 
And in German, a Falschspieler. 


Both Partners 
Err in Bidding 
Bridge Hands

BAD choice of suits for the 
original bid can be responsible 
for all sorts of catastrophes. In 

today’s hand (as in most cases in- 
volving huge penalties) both part- 
ners erred, but it was North who 
started the ball rolling and who, 
therefore, had to assume the major 
part of the blame. 

North, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
North East 
1 club 
1 spade 
2 spades 
Pass 

As may be seen, the bidding was 
a tragedy of errors on the parts of 
both North and South, First, North 
should have started with a spade, 
the longer and higher ranking suit. 
South’s first two responses were 
correct, but when North rebid his 
spade suit, South should have lost 
his fear of a four card spade suit 
and promptly should have retired 
from the bidding. Two spades 
would have been an excellent con- 
tract. South had an opportunity te 
save himself many points by re 
turning to three spades, after hav- 
ing been doubled at three hearts, 
but apparently was confused by 
the order in which North had bid 
his suits. 

The slaughter was terrible. West 
hit upon an excellent opening lead, 
namely, his top spade. East won 
and, instead of continuing spades 
and being satisfied to give West a 
ruff, instituted a cross-ruff by lay- 
ing down the king and the low dia- 
mond. West won the second dia- 
mond lead with the queen and 
played the ace, intending to lead a 
fourth round so that East could 
overruff dummy’s heart seven. 
East, however, knowing that he 
could not overruff even that low 
card, deliberately ruffed his part- 
ner’s diamond ace, to lay down the 
ace and another spade, West ruffed 
the latter and still had left the Q- 
10-5-4 of hearts. He exited with a 
club. Dummy’s ace won, and at 
this point declarer could have saved 
a trick by ruffing a club, ruffing 
his last diamond with dummy’ 
seven spot, and then ruffing 
other club with the nine. West, 
duced to trumps, would have k 
to overruff and return a trump 
the \A-K-J. Even this saving . 
lost, however, when declarer dis- 
carded his remaining diamond on 
dummy’s club king,and then led 
hearts. 

The 1100 point penalty was fit- 
ting punishment for the atrocious 
bidding of the North-South pair,
